Shelby II resigns to focus 
on family, other campus 
issues; Velazquez leaves too

Two Associated Students Inc. executive members 
resigned last week, with one member leaving to assist 
suffering family members and to combat what he feels 
is unfair treatment of African-Americans in Student 
Affairs. 

ASI President Angel Barajas 
said Execitive Vice President 
James Shelby II resigned Sept. 9, 
but Barajas didn’t want to make 
the resignation public until Sept. 
14, after ASI Board of Directors 
was informed. 

President of Finance Julio 
Velazquez also resigned, but 
could not be reached for com- 
ment. 

Shelby said family reasons 
brought on by Hurricane Katrina 
were not the only -reason why he 
stepped down. He said other fac- 
tors played into his decision to 
leave ASI. Such factors, he said, 
had to do with the Student 
Affairs department at Sac State 
and its treatment of students and 
staff members. 

“Particularly some of their 
practices administratively — 

they’ve. gotten rid of African American administrators 
without good reason,” Shelby said. 

Shelby said he wants to confront the issue as a stu- 
dent because he doesn’t think “ASI is an effective vehi- 
cle to take on the challenge that I want to take on.”

Campus goes high-tech 


to cut down

nline tools such as CasperWeb, 

Web CT and SacLink, the commu- 
nity of Sac State is improving its 
way of communicating, as well as 
contributing to the environment by 
reducing the amount of paper they 
use. 

Mike Lee, associate vice presi- 
dent and dean for academic pro- 
grams, said the university is work- 

ing on a campaign that 
will significantly reduce 
the amount of paper 
used on campus. 
“It’s a long term 
goal,” Lee said. 
“The short-term 
goal is paper 
usage reduc- 
tion.” 
Efforts 
to reduce 
the use 
of paper on 
campus have 
been made and 
recent accomplish- 
ments have shown that 
the university is pro- 
gressing. 
The university, after 
12 years of mailing out 
student schedule confir- 
mations, implemented a 
new method of confirm- 
ing schedules in order to 
keep up with technology 
while reducing costs. 
Weeks before the 
beginning of the fall 
2005 semester, students

On prin Ins 
were notified by e-mail to verify 
their schedules through 
CasperWeb. The estimated amount 
of savings to send out 50,000 con- 
firmation letters to every registered 
student is around $70,000 each 
year. 

Admissions and Records has 
also taken measures to reduce the 
use of paper. Prospective students 
are encouraged to apply for enroll- 
ment with an electronic form on 
the university’s Web site. The ben- 
efit of this is the reduction of 
paper use as well as a quick 
admissions process. 

Jenn Kim, a transfer student, 
took advantage of this method to 
apply for admission and said it 
was not a difficult task. 

“T applied to all colleges 
throughout the Internet, so it was a 
fairly easy process,” Kim said. 
“Once you have all the informa- 
tion you need to fill an application 
out for one school, it’s a breeze 
filling out applications for other 
schools.” 

Another way to reduce the 
amount of paper coming into the 
campus is through Sac State’s reg- 
istration system on CasperWeb. In 
spring 2005, more than 75 percent 
of registration was done through 
CasperWeb. 

Kim was among the students 
who used this tool to register for 
classes upon her admittance. 
Although she found the actual 
process of registering for classes 
easy, she struggled choosing her 
classes without a printed copy of 
the catalog and course schedule. 

“| had to search for different 
classes all on the Internet which I 
found extremely difficult for my 
first time using it,” she said. “But I 
thought the actual process for sign-

A lack of spaces isn’t the only problem 
with campus parking; many students return 
to their cars after classes to find parking pass- 
es missing, new scratches on their bumpers, 
windows broken and other valuables taken 
without any thought to their owner. 

In 2004, there were 80 car burglaries and 
45 stolen cars on campus compared to 124 
car burglaries and 40 stolen cars in 2003, 
according to the University Police Safety 
Report. 

Last year, there were five more motor 


auto crime 


vehicle thefts than in 2003-2004. 

The Safety Report attributes the decrease 
in amount of stolen cars on campus to more 
reporting of incidents and “suspicious cir- 
cumstances” by citizens. 

Kenneth Barnett, director of the 
University Police Department, said that three 
new police officers will be on patrol within 
the next six months following the hiring and 
training. Currently, Sacramento State 
employs 18 full-time police officers. 

Barnett said most auto burglaries are 
spread out and the majority of break-ins hap- 
pen where the new structure is being built

because the area is so big. 

“Normally, if the vehicles are 
real close to a roadway, there are 
more people walking by, so they 
don’t get broken into as much. But 
sometimes it makes for an easy get- 
away,’ Barnett said. 

According to the 2004-2005 
Safety Report, some suggestions for 
preventing car burglary and theft: 
Park in a safe area, lock and secure 
your vehicle, close all windows, 
place all property out of sight, use 
theft prevention devices and never 
leave your vehicle running while 
unattended. 

UTAPS offers full staffed park- 
ing enforcement at the new Ramona 
Avenue lot from the time it opens at 
8:40 a.m until the time it closes at 
6:50 p.m. So far there have been no 
incidents at the new lot. 

' The lot holds up to 300 cars but 
has only been filled with 27-30 cars 
since it opened. 

Campus police patrol the 
Ramona lot up to three times a day. 

' Parking Enforcement Officer 
Marcella Fletcher said the Ramona 
lot is both convenient because stu- 
dents don’t have to deal with traffic 
on campus, but inconvenient 
because they have to go through the 
process of getting to school. 

“At least we are giving (stu- 
dents) an option,” Fletcher said. 

Junior criminal justice major 
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Lacey Schmid doesn’t have a park- 
ing permit and usually parks her car 
off of Cadillac Drive and rides the 
bus to school. Schmid said that she 
feels safe leaving her car: there 
because she lived there before. 


Sophomore Justin Gomez, 
undeclared, has a parking permit 
and drives to school everyday. 
Gomez usually parks near Parking 
Structure I, but doesn’t feel his car is 
safe.

Vice President of Student Affairs, Lori Varlotta, 
said “Mr. Shelby has never come to me and expressed 
his concerns about student affairs.” 

Varlotta said that since Shelby was an active mem- 
ber of the Search Committee for a year and worked 
closely with Student Affairs directors, he had sufficient 
opportunities to speak up about the issue. 

Barajas said that he was only aware of family 
issues being Shelby’s reason to justify his resignation. 

Shelby’s resignation was mentioned at the meeting 
when Barajas was referring the $100,000 in possible 
Sacramento Regional Transit renegotiating funds leg- 
islation that Shelby authored. 

Shelby said that in order to assist his family after the 
hurricane’s destructive aftermath, he has decided to resign 
from his post and work more hours to earn more money. 

“One of the ways I.can help is to work a full-time 


~ job,” Shelby said. 


Shelby was a graduate student at Sac State, looking 
to earn his second master’s degree and decided to stop 
because of family reasons, Barajas said. a 

ASI directors must be full-time students in order ta 
be eligible for an ASI position, Barajas said. Since 
Shelby opted to work instead of attending school, h¢ 
could not have remained as Executive Vice President, 

‘Shelby said he has no plans of returning to ASI at 
any time in the future. 4) 

Barajas said ASI is going through an application 
process to fill the positions.

ing up for classes was easy.” 
A class that Kim signed up 

for required the use of another 

source that contributes to the 


effort to reduce the use of paper. 


Web CT, CT meaning course 
tools, is a tool that faculty can 
use to provide course materials 


to their students via the Internet. 


Faculty members are respon- 
sible for maintaining Web CT 
sites. They can post up syllabi, 
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handouts and even hold student 
forums and quizzes on the site. 

Mical Shilts, assistant profes- 
sor in the family and consumer 
sciences department, is a faculty 
member that uses Web CT to its 
full advantage. 

“TL use it to post my syllabus 
and lecture notes,” Shilts said. “I 
use the online quiz option.” 
Shilts said he also posts assign- 
ments, study stools and to send 
out e-mails. “I also use the grad-

ing function so students can 
access grades at anytime,” Shilts 
said. 

Thus, Web CT not only saves 
paper by providing course infor- 
mation online, but reduces the 
amount of paper being used 
when having to print quizzes. 
Shilts said that she can have 
classes that can hold up to 120 
students and that the printing 
can get expensive. 

“Tt adds up,” Shilts said.

The possibility of cheating 
during quizzes is acknowledged, 
but the risk of its occurrence can 
be reduced. 

“TL use a few of the Web CT 
functions that will make it hard- 
er for students to share answers 
with their neighbor,” Shilts said. 

These special options include 
time restraints and the ability to 
rearrange the questions on each 
quiz. Therefore the first question 
that appears on a quiz for one 
student may not be the same 
first question for another stu- 
dent. 

Kim can see how it may be 
easy to cheat while taking 
quizzes through Web CT, but 
stated that time restraints reduce 
the opportunity to do so. 

“You have to know the mate- 
rial in order to finish in time,” 
Kim said. 

Dennis Laskey, a junior at 
Sac State, agrees that there is an 
opportunity to cheat when taking 
a quiz on Web CT, but that it 
will disadvantage a student in 
the long run. 

“If you cheat, you will cheat 
yourself when it comes to the 
midterm and final,” said Laskey. 
“Quizzes are obsolete to the 
midterm and final.” w 

Laskey has had a few courses 
throughout his time at Sac State, 
including classes that require 
student forums and commen- 


taries to be held on Web CT. 
Laskey said that this tool is 
helpful. 

“It motivates you,” he said. 
“You can learn more because it 
forces you to seek help.” 

James Sobredo, associ- 
ate professor in the ethnic stud- 
ies department, uses Web CT as 
well. 

Sobredo said he believes that 
it is important to use technologi- 
cal tools like Web CT in order to 
prepare students for what society 
as a whole is progressing — 
towards. 

“Online learning and training 
is our future whether you like it 
or not,” Sobredo said. “I use it to 
get students prepared for the 
future.” 

Sobredo uses Web CT to hold 
student forums rather than to 
hold quizzes and post lecture 
notes. He requires each student 
to do commentaries and discuss 
each others commentaries 
among each other. 

He explained that student 
participation increases in these 
forums. - 

“You reach more students 
and more students participate,” 
he said. “It forces students to 
participate.” 

However, he does contribute 
to the efforts to minimize paper 
usage. Sobredo facilitates his 
own Web site which includes his 


course syllabus. 

As for the idea of a paperless 
university, Sobredo says it can- 
not be completely done. 
‘Paperless is a myth,” he said. 

But, the immediate goal of 
the university is paper reduction. 

Lee, who is with the paper 
reduction task force, said that it 
is realized that the campus can- 
not go completely paperless. 

‘There are old habits that are 
difficult and the true benefits of 
having printed copy is recog- 
nized, but it’s about reducing the 
paper on campus,” he said. 

Sac State is also making a 
large effort to increase the 
amount of recycling on campus, | 
and in the past two years it 
seems as though the progression 
betters with each year. 

According to campus data, 
the campus recycled 201 tons of 
paper during the year of 2002- 
2003. The year after, the campus 
recycled 235 tons of paper. 

“We are starting to collect 
data to give us a benchmark and 
to do this every year so we 
know for sure whether the paper 
usage is increasing or decreas- 
ing,’ Lee said. “Eventually, what 
we'd like to create is a campus 
that is environmentally friendly.”

LIBRARY LOCALE

A new Java City location on the 
first floor of the library will be open 
for business in time for the start of 
classes next semester. 

“The goal is to have it open by 
the end of the fall semester,” said 
Matt Altier, vice president for 
Planning and Resource 
Development and executive director 
of University Enterprises Inc. 

Altier said engineers from Java 
City and facilities management are 
working together to design the new 
location and it will be constructed 
over the next few months. 

The new Java City will be locat- 
ed just inside the CCMS 
Collaborative study area across the 
breezeway from the main entrance 
on the first floor of the library. 

Altier said students walking 
through the library breezeway were 
asked in an informal survey what 
they thought of having a coffee ven- 
dor in the library. 

“Overwhelmingly, we found that 
students said they would love it,” 
Altier said. 

Altier said the new Java City 
location will provide counter service 
inside the study area as well as a 
walk-up service window where stu- 
dents walking through the breeze- 
way can purchase beverages. The 
new Java City location will also have 
tables and chairs set up in the breeze- 
way. 

Altier said the new Java City will 
add between 50 and 60 more study 
stations to the study area. The entire 
area will be equipped for wireless 
Internet access. 

Altier compares the setup to 
something like what is available at 
many Border’s bookstores. 

According to Altier, other compa- 
nies made proposals for the library 
location, but Java City had the best 


proposal. 

“Java City is paying for the whole 
thing,” Altier said. “Not a dime is 
coming from University Enterprises 
or the university.” 

Terry Webb, dean and director of 
the library, said he hopes the new 
Java City will attract more people to 
the library. | 

“Over one million people come 
into the CSUS Library each year,” 
Webb said. “The library is an ideal 
space for an eatery of some kind.” 

Webb said that selling beverages 


in the library breezeway might pose 


a potential for harm to books, com- 
puters and furniture by people who 
bring their beverages into the main 
library. 

“Tn order to avoid further damage 


to the library we would have to be. 


very strict about people bringing 
food and drinks into the library,” 
Webb said | 

Currently, the library policy 
allows bottled water anywhere in the 
library, and allows other beverages 
and food either outside or on the 
lower level of the library. 

Linda Goff, head of instructional 
services for the library, said it will be 
difficult to enforce a zero-tolerance 
policy for bringing food and drinks 
into the main library once the Java 
City moves in across the breezeway. 
She foresees the possibility of people 
damaging books by spilling drinks 
on the pages or by getting crumbs in 
the books, which would attract bugs 
and vermin that would eat the pages. 

“Food and books don’t make a 
good match,’ Goff said. 

Goff said she is also concerned 
about space once utilized for library 
purposes being given up for other 
purposes. 

“I think generally that giving 
away space in the library is not a 
good idea,” Goff said. “But I can see 
that having coffee drinks in the 
library study space would be very 


popular with students.” 

Not all students think having a 
Java City in the library is a good idea. 

Communication Student Jessica 
Bogar said: “Having a Java City in 
the library would change the whole 
dynamic of the library from a place 
of research and learning to a place of 
socialization and commercializa- 
tion.” 

Tracy Huynh, a’ child develop- 
ment major who was studying in the 
library study area last Wednesday 
said she does not feel a new Java City 
location in the library is needed. 

“T usually just go to the student 
union if I want coffee,’ Huynh said. 

Leah Dixon, a kinesiology major 
who was getting coffee in the 
University Union last Wednesday 
said she gets coffee at the Union’s 
Java City up to four times a week and 
thinks the new location in the library 
sounds like a good idea. 

“Tt would motivate me to go to 
the library,” Dixon said. “TI usually 
get coffee in the student union and 
then end. up getting stuck here 
because I run into people I know.” 

Addressing the concerns of stu- 
dents and faculty who think that the 
new Java City would take away 
study space for students, Altier said 
they are-wrong about the new loca- 
tion. 

“We are providing more seats 
that will actually be a study area,” 
Altier said. 

Altier said that once students 
actually understand the scope of the 
project they are enthusiastic about it. 

“We are really excited about 
this,” Altier said. “It will be a very 
positive addition to the Library. Once 
it is in, the students will love it.”

Google’s scheme may hurt libraries

NEW YORK -— Tony Sanfilippo 
is of two minds when it comes to 
Google Inc.’s ambitious program to 
scan millions of books and make 
their text fully searchable on the 
Internet. 

On the one hand, Sanfilippo cred- 
its the program for boosting sales of 
obscure titles at Penn State 
University Press, where he works. 
On the other, he’s worried that 
Google’s plans to create digital 
copies of books obtained directly 
from libraries could hurt his indus- 
try’s long-term revenues. 

With Google’s book-scanning 
program set to resume in earnest this 
fall, copyright laws that long preced- 
ed the Internet look to be headed for 
a digital-age test. 

The outcome could determine 
how easy it will be for people with 
Internet access to benefit from 
knowledge that’s now mostly locked 
up — in books sitting on dusty library 
shelves, many of them out of print. 

“More, and more people are 
expecting access, and they are mak- 
ing do with what they can get easy 
access to,” said Brewster Kahle, co- 
founder of the Internet Archive, 
‘which runs smaller book-scanning 
projects, mostly for out-of-copyright 
works. “Let’s make it so that they 
find great works rather than whatev- 


er just happens to be on the Net.” 

To prevent the wholesale file- 
sharing that is plaguing the entettain- 
ment industry, Google has set some 
limits in its library project: Users 
won't be able to easily print materials 
or read more than small portions of 
copyright works online. 

Google also says it will send 
readers hungry for more directly to 
booksellers and libraries. 

But many publishers’ remain 
wary. 

To endorse Google’s library ini- 
tiative is to say “it’s OK to break into 
my house because you’re going to 
clean my kitchen,” said Sally Morris, 
chief executive of the U.K.-based 
Association of Learned and 
Professional Society Publishers. 
“Just because you do something 
that’s not harmful or (is) beneficial 
doesn’t make it legal.” 

Morris and other publishers 
believe Google must get their per- 
mission first, as it has under the Print 
Publisher Program it launched in 
October 2004, two months before 
announcing the library initiative. 

Under the publishers’ program, 
Google has deals with most major 
U.S. and U.K. publishers. It scans 
titles they submit, displays digital 


images of selected pages triggered by » 


search queries and gives publishers a 
cut of revenues from accompanying 
ad displays. 

But publishers aren’t submitting 
all their titles under that program, and 


many of the titles Google wants to 
scan are out of print and belong to no 
publisher at all. 

Jim Gerber, Google’s director of 
content partnerships, says the com- 
pany would get no more than 15 per- 
cent of all books ever published if it 
relied solely on publisher submis- 
sions. 

That’s why it has turned to 
libraries. 

Under the Print Library Project, 
Google is scanning millions of copy- 
right books from libraries at Harvard, 
Michigan and Stanford along with 
out-of-copyright materials there and 
at two other libraries. 

Google has unilaterally set this 
rule: Publishers can tell it which 
books not to scan at all, similar to 
how Web site owners can request to 
be left out of search engine indexes. 
In August, the company halted the 
scanning of copyright books until 
Nov. 1, saying it wanted to give pub- 
lishers time to compile their lists. 

Richard Hull, executive director 
of the Text and Academic Authors 
Association, called Google’s 
approach backwards. Publishers 
shouldn’t have to bear the burden of 
record-keeping, agreed Sanfilippo, 
the Penn State press’s marketing and 
sales director.

With recent negative light shed on fraternities and 
sororities across the country, the first National Hazing 
Prevention Week comes at a time when Chico State 
is still recovering from the death of a pledge. 

And while Sacramento State does have a Greek 
system, Tom Carroll, student activities program advis- 


' er, said hazing has not been a problem at the capital 


campus since he’s been here. 

“There are state laws and a campus code of con- 
duct. If we were to hear of any hazing we would 
investigate immediately,” Tom Carroll said. 

Chico lost all pledging privileges this semester 
after the water poisoning death of 21-year-old 
Matthew Carrington in February during a reported 
hazing ritual. Carrington was pledging for the Chi 
Tau fraternity. 

The case at Chico may be extreme and has shed a 
negative light on Greek life, which has prompted 
school faculty and staff to take things into their own 
hands. 

Thomas Kando, sociology professor and a former 
Phi Sigma Kappa member, remembers the hazing at 
his fraternity to be fairly harmless. 

“We had to hold a burning match in our hand and 
let it burn down to our fingertips and we were teased 
a little bit,” he said. 

“But some of the hazing now is sadistic and there 
is too much binge drinking.” 

Since 1970, there has been at least one hazing 
related death in the country per year and as of January, 
80 men and six women have been reported in hazing- 


. related, according to the National Hazing Prevention 


Week Web site. 

A California law, which is part of an education 
code, states that some hazing violations are a misde- 
‘meanor and punishable by a fine ranging from $100 
to $5,000, or imprisonment. | 

Sac State does not have any events planned for 
National Hazing Prevention Week, but campus frater- 
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nities and sororities are still on alert. 

“We haven’t had any problems with hazing in the 
past because our national headquarters issued a frater- 
nitywide ban on hazing in 2001,” said junior Edward 
Fertuna, mathematics major and treasurer for Kappa 
Sigma. 

“There is zero tolerance throughout Kappa Sigma 
for hazing,” Fertuna said. And if Fertuna’s chapter

WINNING OVER FANS 
- STARTS WITH 
WIN IN CAUSEWAY 


hree games, three losses — nevermind that. 
Three offensive touchdowns over 12 quarters 
— who cares? 

Sacramento State football may still be struggling 
to find a starting quarterback and the team hasn’t yet 
won a road game in two seasons under head coach 
Steve Mooshagian, but all of that counts for nothing 
this week. 

The Hornets host the UC Davis Aggies on 
Saturday in the Causeway Classic, and a win in the 
rivalry game could provide a turning point for the 
struggling program. 

This year the game also serves as the Hornets’ 
home opener, magnifying the stakes. Davis is riding 
the momentum .of an upset win over Stanford on 
Saturday, possibly making this week’s game the most 
important in Mooshagian’s two-year tenure — not in 
the context of wins and losses, but in terms of build- 
ing a program that students can take pride in and will 
come to watch on a regular basis. 

In 2003, the last time Sac State hosted the 
Causeway Classic, more than 15,000 fans attended. 
The Hornets lost the game in the closing minutes and 
around 5,000 fans attended following home game. 


But that’s nothing new: The Hornets have lost 
five-straight games against Davis, a university that 
began its transition to Sac State’s Division I-AA level 
just last season. 

A sixth-straight loss and The State Hornet might 
start ‘running out of clever headlines to capture the 
annual slaughtering: Lost Cause(way), Cause(way) 
for Concern, Classic Meltdown. 

With each defeat, whatever momentum’ the 
Hornets carried into the game was sapped away. 

“When you’re walking out of the locker room and 
you see the rivalry between fans, you know it’s big,” 
said Kenan Smith, a former team captain who was a 
redshirt freshman during the Hornets’ last Causeway 


Classic win in 1999. “For some reason you find a lit- 


tle more inspiration, energy to come out for that 


game.” 


The Hornets on the field must capitalize on this 
opportunity with a win. It would provide a fresh start 
to a season that looks headed down a familiar losing 
path and give Hornet fans a reason to come back next 
week, when Sac State isn’t playing Davis. 
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Community hurdles forward in 


assistance to hurricane victims 


n the wake of all the bureaucratic hurdles 
that have already accompanied Hurricane 


ina, the Sacramento community has 
done a commendable job in accommodating 
those affected by the devastation. 

Sacramento State has joined 11 other 
CSU campuses in the nationwide effort to 
help victims of Katrina by welcoming dis- 
placed students from Gulf Coast universities 
to enroll in classes for the fall semester. 

Official California State University poli- 
cy states that students who have been affect- 
ed by hurricane-ravaged areas will be 
allowed to pay in-state tuition, but will still 
be billed for the CSU State University Fee, 
all campus fees, housing fees (if residing on 
campus) and other appropriate fees required 
of enrolled students. 

Perhaps some might think it reasonable 
to waive additional fees for the victims? 

At Sac State in particular, application 
fees for students are being waived; many stu- 
dents are being admitted with their fees 
deferred. 

In a recent newsletter to faculty and staff, 
Miguel Molina, associate director of 
Admissions and Records, said, ““We’re try- 
ing to ensure these students don’t have any 
additional stress. We’re removing obstacles 
and getting them taken care of.” 

In addition to all this, students and facul- 
ty at Sac State have joined in the relief efforts 
by raising money for the victims of Katrina.

I don’t know whether or not this relief aid 
is enough, but it is a start. Sac State President 
Alexander Gonzalez recently announced 
that the university would set up a special 
scholarship to help displaced students by 
providing tuition, books and other expenses 
such as housing. 

And this relief effort isn’t exclusive to the 
university. 

According to the Sacramento Bee, about 
270 Gulf Coast families have arrived in the 
Sacramento region. The families came on 
their own, by buses and planes, to stay with 
family and friends. 

The Sacramento Bee reported that, “gov- 
emment agencies and non-profit organiza- 
tions set up the resource center at United 
Way’s offices near Folsom Boulevard and 
Watt Avenue.” 

These efforts are examples of a cumula- 
tive, national effort that has gained steam 
since those first confusing days that followed 
the disaster. 

Last Thursday President Bush 
announced a federal plan to reimburse all 





Gulf States for health care costs accumulat- 
ed in treating evacuees. He also announced a 
six-month forgiveness on student loan inter- 
est for affected areas. 

The President spoke of creating a Gulf 
Opportunity Zone: “Within this zone, we 
should provide immediate incentives for 
job-creating investment, tax relief for small 
businesses, incentives to companies that cre- 
ate jobs, and loans and loan guarantees for 
small businesses, including minority-owned 
enterprises, to get them up and running 
again,” he said. 

I think it is important to see these local 
and national measures in the light of those 
first few days when it seemed like the nation 
was sitting on its hands. Since then, from the 
local to the national level, individuals and 
government agencies have stepped up to the 
plate. 

The actions taken within the last week to 
assist the Gulf States, and those affected 
within them, speak loudly of a general feel- 
ing of compassion nationwide. When we put 
rash criticism to the side and get to the busi- 
ness of “doing,” our community, our coun- 
try, is always at its best. It is comforting to 


see the threads of society growing together, 


and becoming stronger, in the wake of dev- 
astation caused by Hurricane Katrina.

lic university employees to recite a State 
Oath of Allegiance to the Constitution 
before beginning employment. The oath, 
however, includes no mention of religion 
or a creator. They save that sort of thing 
for minors. 

Friedman does not support Newdow’s 
cause because he’s “singling out God but 
leaving the pledge otherwise intact as 
something children have to recite,” 
whereas Friedman feels that because of 
their positions as minors “incapable of 
consenting to sex, making contracts, 
etcetera” the pledge should not be 
required of them. 

“The choice to pledge allegiance 
should be left to adults if they had the 
desire to do so,” Friedman said. “Many 
immigrants becoming naturalized citi- 
zens do this very thing. But we require 
that they pass a test on the Constitution 
so they understand the terms of the con- 
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emember “Pong?” Of course 

you do -- the simple “get the 

ixelated ball past the pixe- 

lated paddle” adventure commonly 

thought of as one of the first video 

games, is often looked back on with 

nostalgia. Times, unfortunately, 
have changed. 

In older days, “Pong” was too 
simple to be considered more of a 
pastime than a diversion, making an 
addiction to the game about as like- 
ly as an addiction to a slinky. With 
the advent of the Nintendo 
Entertainment System, video games 
became a more time-consuming 
venture, requiring hours or days of 
commitment to finish some games. 
Now the average video game player 
is between the ages of 18 and 30, 
and 32 percent have either graduat- 
ed from or are attending college. 
Somehow, a medium previously 
seen as childish has grown up. 

College students love Xbox 
Live, which allows gamers to con-

nect with other players all over the 
world, allowing for a game at virtu- 
ally any moment of the day. Unlike 
other vices and addictions, a fix for 
online games is available at all 
hours of the day for only a small 
monthly fee. Counselors finally 
have to face up to this new breed of 
addiction. 7 

For many college students, the 
situation is probably not so dire, but 
it is still a problem. Excessive video 
game playing, in essence, infan- 
tilizes mature, college-aged stu- 
dents, letting them interact in imag- 
inary worlds in direct avoidance of 
reality. Sure, Xbox Live allows 
gamers to communicate with each 
other, but only in an isolated, dis- 
connected way. And while some 
experts claim that gamers learn 
important cognitive skills in front of 
a television or computer screen, 
such claims have to be weighed 
against the missed benefits. How 
many students spend hours exercis- 
ing these “skills” with a video game 
controller, when. that time could be 
devoted to athletic, academic or 
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social ventures? 

Of course, the Xbox does play 
an inevitable part in the college 
community. Dorm residents are able 
to bond over games of “Halo” or 
“NCAA Football” in a relatively 
harmless way. Unfortunately, Xbox 
Live allows students to get their 
gaming fix without even knocking 
on their suitemate's door. Once the 
social element is taken away, video 
games have very little benefit. In 
excess, they are ultimately harmful. 

The solution to the problem of 
wasted time and possible addiction 
to video games must lie in a joint 
effort between parents and students 
in childhood, before college. If a 
student is not introduced to video 
games until later in life, then he is 
more likely to have already devoted 
his time to other interests and will be 
able to develop a healthy attitude 
towards gaming. Ideally, video 
games will be an occasional recre- 
ation rather than a childish retreat. 
And if giving up video games seems 
like a bit too much to ask, you can 
still get “Pong” on eBay. 
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tract.” 

Opinions on campus differ when it 
comes to the Pledge of Allegiance, as 
some feel it is an important part of their 
upbringing and our country’s history.

“The pledge is a slogan that no one 
follows,” Chase said. “Why can’t the tra- 
dition of America be to live out those 
words instead of recite them mindless- 
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ly?” 

There’s no liberty or independence in 
requiring anyone to perform a task 
against their principles, especially in a 
place for education and exposure’ goes 
against the very idea of liberty. 

The beauty of America is in our sup- 
posed acceptance of so many values and 
ideas yet we suppress those ideas when 
they threaten the righteous, God-fearing 
notion that we have of our country. 

If we were more honest about the 
reality of our country and its people by 
embracing true liberty, insisting upon 
justice for all, and actually dealing with 
its division rather than hiding behind an 
American image, we would not need a 
pledge. We would truly have a united 
nation.

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Bookstore construction will 
eat up more parking spaces

Amid the construction of Parking 
Structure III, located northwest of Hornet 
Stadium, Sacramento State is looking 
toward the construction of its new book- 
store. 

Originally, when the university’s “master 
plan” was created in 2003 as a part of 
President Alexander Gonzalez’s Destination 
2010, the new bookstore was supposed to be 
under construction now. 

The construction has been delayed. In 
fact, Sac State will not “advertise the con- 
struction of the bookstore for bid until 
November,” said Matt Altier, executive 
director of University Enterprises Inc. 

The university will evaluate each con- 
struction company based on the amount of 
experience the contractor has building proj- 
ects similar to the bookstore. The company 
will also be determined by its projected price 
to build the bookstore, Altier said. 

Once the construction company is select- 
ed in December, the actual construction 
would begin in February or March, 2006. 
“The bookstore should be finished by July, 
2007,” Altier said. 

There are two reasons for the construc- 
tion delay. The first reason was after the 
bookstore’s design was finalized, the project 
was over budget, said Ron Richardson, 
director of facility planning and develop- 
ment. 

After Sac State went back over the 
designs, the construction went back into 
budget, which is currently looking between 
$19 million and $19.5 million, Richardson 
said. 

The second reason for the delay was the 
partnership between University Enterprises 
Inc. and Follett Corp. for the ownership of 
the bookstore. The building’s sketches had 
to be re-examined because “Follett had dif- 
ferent design ideas,” Richardson said. 
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The new bookstore will be located where 
the faculty parking is currently located out- 
side of the University Union. The front of 
the bookstore will face the Serna Plaza foun- 
tain and a new plaza will be built in front of 
the bookstore. 

“The location of the new bookstore will 
probably make pedestrian circulation bet- 
ter,” Richardson said. “People will have a 
better transition from the parking lot to the 
bookstore to the Union.” 

Richardson said that the Redwood trees 
that separate Parking Structure II from 
Parking Lot 4 will not be cut down. 

A major concern of the new bookstore’s 
location is the displacements of the faculty 
parking spaces. The construction of the 
bookstore will eliminate 245 parking spaces, 
said Nancy Fox, manager of University 
Transportation and Parking Services. 

“We are trying to balance the number of 
faculty and student parking that will be elim- 
inated during the construction of the book- 
store,” Fox said. “Since 14 student parking 
spaces and 231 faculty spaces will be lost, 
we will have to accommodate faculty park- 
ing elsewhere on campus.” 

UTAPS tries to maintain a balance of 20 
percent faculty parking and 80 percent stu- 
dent parking. This balance is important to 
keep, especially with the loss of 806 spaces 
to make room for Parking Structure III, Fox 
said. 

Students who use the Hornet shuttle at 
the Serna Plaza drop-off point will not have 
to walk across campus to get a ride. Buses 
and shuttles will move a little to the north, 
but will remain in roughly the same area. 
“Serna Plaza is central to the campus,” Fox 
said. “We want the drop-off point to still be 
close to the plaza and the Union.” 

The current bookstore, located next to 
Mendocino Hall and the River City Café, 
will be converted to a food court.

UC Davis has 
unique ways of 
getting around |

n the surface, UC Davis is a large university with a rep- 
utation for a competitive veterinary medicine program 
and having a lot of bicycles. That’s right, Davis is 
known for its number of bicycles. 
According to Davis’s Bike Plan, which covers everything from 
building new bikeways to enforcing bicycle codes, an estimated 
15,000 to 18,000 bicycles are in use on campus during the week. 
With those numbers, it is no surprise that the Davis University 
Police Department has created a bicycle-based patrol unit. There is 
also a bicycle traffic school for students who have been given mov- 
ing violations on their bicycles. 
“They are anal about bicyclists following traffic laws,” said 
Michelle Jung, a junior in biochemistry at Davis. “The bike patrol will 
even pull you over for speeding on your bike.” 
Bicyclists are expected to follow all traffic regulations listed in the 
California Vehicle Code. This means that a student can be cited for run- 
ning a stop sign on their bike. It also means that a citation is in store if a 
student is caught going more than 15 mph on a bike trail or more than 10 
mph in the parking lots. There is also a strictly enforced bicycle parking 


Students can be cited for illegally parking bikes, according to Davis’s 
Transportation and Parking Services. As a result, there will be no locking 
your bike to a railing on the Davis campus. All bicycles must be parked in a 

bicycle parking area or locked to a bike parking device. 

A student’s bicycle can even be impounded for violating the bicycle traffic 


With all those regulations, riding a bicycle on the Davis campus sounds just

Everybody knows names like 
Guantanamo Bay and Abu Ghraib, but 
not many have heard of Camp McCoy 
and its 18,000 prisoners, some of whom 
were from the Sacramento area, and 
held at Tule Lake, California. A new 
documentary depicting the internment 
of Japanese-Americans at Camp 
McCoy during World War II shows yet 
another side of humanitarianism gone 


awry. 

‘From a Silk Cocoon,” the second 
film by Professor Emeritus Satsuki Ina 
from the department of counselor edu- 
cation, is about to make its campus 


debut. The film takes an intimate look at 


the Japanese internment camps in 
America during World War IL. 

Ina’s parents were forced into the 
camp and designated as “enemy 
aliens.” The film will have its first free 
screening at 7 p.m. on Sept. 28 in the 
University Ballroom. The film pre- 
miered earlier this year at Crest Theatre: 

“From a Silk Cocoon” is written and. 
directed by Ina and takes a deep look 
into the injustices which her parents and 
many Japanese-Americans experienced 
during those turbulent times. The film 
explores the many fears Ina’s parents 
had about being separated and alone, 
and fearing that they may never be 
reunited as a family.

a small but authentic Ethiopian 
restaurant that has a relaxed feel, 
making customers feel as if they are 
no longer in the United States. 
_Entrees with Ethiopian names are 
featured on the menu, and they run 
anywhere from $8 to $10. If you’re 
wondering what exactly Ethiopian 
food is, it doesn’t sound much differ- 
ent from food on menus of other 
restaurants. :

_ Toshi Reagon worried about the 
city of New Orleans in the after- 
math and damage caused by 
Hurricane Katrina. The singer, 
songwriter and guitarist remem- 


bered walking along the river after’ 


performing a show. She thought 
about the classic architecture, and 
purchasing mementos from the 
vendors for her friends. 

“T totally wondered about all of 
the places that I have been, just like 
everybody else did, whether they 
were under water and how was 


everybody doing,” Reagon said in a 


telephone interview from Brooklyn, 
Ne¥s. 9 

The socially-conscious Reagon, 
who will perform at noon today at 
Serna Plaza, wondered about how 
the storm effected the music histo- 
ry of the city. Staying true to the 
history of music.and respecting is 
what Reagon is all about. 

She tried to work with a group of 
musicians to put on a benefit concert 
in New York, except that everyone 
else was doing the same. So, they’ ll 
wait until October or November to 
put on a concert benefiting musi- 
cians who have lost their instru- 
ments. The goal is to help those 
affected get back on their feet. 

“New Orleans is such a big 
musical city,” Reagon said. “I was 
just thinking about how much 
music history is lost. So many great 
records recorded there, so many

many great musicians. God only 
knows how much we’ve lost in 
terms of American history.” 


The Reagon family is well 


known in regards to music history. 
Reagon’s parents belonged to 
Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee, a group dedicated to 
fighting injustice during the civil 
rights movement. Their singing 
group, The Freedom Singers, trav- 
eled around the country performing 
at colleges and folk festivals. They 
sang songs to educate people and 
pushed for an end to segregation. 

“T’ve been a big music fan since 
I was a little, little girl,” Reagon said. 

She has been involved in music 
ever since. She learned that she 
needed to know how to produce, 
promote and book concerts; make 
budgets; and produce records. 

And yes, she’s done all a the 
above. 

“One of the things my mom 
told me when I was 13, “You need 
to learn every aspect of the busi- 
ness if you want to do it,”’ Reagon 


said. “Once you get an idea about ~ 


what you should do... you just do 
it. You can sit around and wait for 
people to tell you you’re good 
enough, and hope that somebody 
discovers you, or you can get off 
your ass and make happen what you 
want. That’s been my philosophy.” 


Sacramento State is one stop on 
a week-long West Coast tour in 
promotion of the Oct. 4 release of 
Reagon’s sixth full-length album 
“Have You Heard.” 

On the album, Reagon is joined 
by members of her live band Big 
Lovely: Fred Cash on bass, Robert 
“Chicken” Burke on drums, Adam 
Widoff on guitar, and Catherine 
Russell on mandolin and vocals. 

Reagon said she’s gotten used to 
using four or five words to describe 
her music. She fuses rock, funk, blues 
and reggae into a seamless product. ° 

She’s not too worried about 
classifying herself.

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of interactive artwork that will be dis- 
played at the Haines Gallery in San 
Francisco beginning April 6, 2006 to 
May 13. By that time, Poor hopes to 
have at least 6,000 fingerprints to 
complete the collection. 

“J will continue collecting until I 
get enough prints to fill a room with 
them,” Poor said. 

Poor demonstrates that one piece 
of artistry can involve thousands of 
people, even though most think of an 
artist as someone who works alone. 
One fingerprint is a work of art. Each 
person holds a unique piece of art- 
work right on his or her fingertips and 
instead of using these exclusive prints 
to differentiate people, this Sac State 
instructor uses them to show unity on 
one accord. 

If you think most people are appre- 
hensive about giving their fingerprint 
to someone they barely know, then 
you are surprisingly mistaken. 

Out of all the thousands of people 

she’s asked, only about a 100 have 
said no and most of these people, as 
said by Poor, /would have said no to 
anything.” 

One could be cautious about par- 
ticipating in Poor’s ongoing pursuit of 
prints, but without a given last name 
or Social Security Number, nothing 
unlawful can be done with a single 
fingerprint. 

Poor said that usually a fingerprint 


. 1s what excludes you from others. At 


crime scenes, a fingerprint holds the 


inclusive, that is about being apart of 
something larger,” Poor said. 

Poor has invited all of her students 
to volunteer 30 seconds to press an 
index finger onto dark ink and then 
onto a blank square. She may even be 
seen around the River Front Cente 
area with her ink pad and tablet or on 
a busy street corner. Determination 
seems to obviously be one of her best 
qualities. 

Nearly all of Poor’s students have 
given their print, including junior pho- 
tography major Vanessa Hunt 
“Having my fingerprint taken was a 
wonderful experience,” Hunt said. “It 
made me feel unique.” 

If Poor looks familiar, you may 
have either seen her on campus, or 
possibly on television because she 
was featured on a PBS special this 
year. 

“] saw her on PBS. | didn’t think 
she would be my adviser,” said 
Desiree Exline. a junior photography 
major. 

Poor’s work is being recognized 
near and far. Her hope is that “when 
viewers walk into the room contain- 
ing thousands of fingerprints . . .as he 
or she looks closer it will become 
apparent that they are ‘surrounded by a 
great number of individuals, each 
working off another to form an asser- 
tion of being counted....”
